‘One of the hardest things in the world 
is to, learn lessons we do not relish, but 
we all have to do it, and one of the very 
first lessons we have to learn is that we 
cannot ‘have everything we want or that 
we think we ought to have. And it is well 
that it is so. None of us are perfect, and 
we all have to take more or less medi- 
cine as we go along through this ‘world. 

This war is not over yet by a long shut. 
It is just beginning, as far as the United 
States is concerned. We do not helieve 
it will be settled for three years yet, and

‘and it will take two years after. that be- 


fore it can, be‘settled.

This is’ not child’s play, as 
some seem to think it is. It is iekedy. 
and a very serious one at that. 

The Germans in‘ Americas, of _whom 
there are a number of - millions,’ have got 
to adjust themselves to-new’ cireumstan- 
ees, and ‘the quicker they do it the better. 
There are ‘a number of questions which 
every German in America should ask him- 
self, figure ‘ont the answers, and span gov- 
ern himself accordingly. 

No American wants to oppress any Ger- 
man in America. All that is asked’ of 
the German is that he abide by the laws 
of this country, same as the rest of us 
have to do, and that he be loyal to this 


-—eountry, the same as all the rest of us. 


And if he cannot be loyal and obey the 
laws, then he is going to get up against. 
it good and hard, for. the..time-for all 
foolishness is past. It is a ¢inch that any 
American over in Germany would be call- 
ed upon to ohey the law, and to walk a 
very straight line, and if he did. not do 
it he would be very apt to get his head 
shot off. Anybody found in American 
propoganda over there would be made 
short shift of, and that is just exactly 
what is going to happen in this country 
from now on. 

Every German .should ask himself: 
What am I in America for? Why did I 
leave Germany and come to this country? 
Is my. condition better here than there? 
Do [ want to ‘go back and enter military 
service over there, and be made cannon 
fodder of, or do I want to stay here: and 
behave myself and be safe? These are 
all important things for consideration, 
and should be considered. . If the German, 
in thinking these questions over, decides 
im favor of America,‘ as he will in nine 
eases out of ten, then there is only one 
course open to him, and that is to obey the 
laws ‘and bé loyal to this country, its in- 
stitutions and its government, and’ loy- 
al in every way tha other’ man is. 
There. is no half way Wasiness abont it. 
He must be one thing or the other, and if 
he is the other, even secretly, it is going 
to be found out and go hard with him. 

Germany is going to lose this war, and 
be reduced to a worse condition than it 
was ever in before. That is as certain as 
the sun is to rise and set. There is no 
guess work about it. It is a settled fact. 
Germany ‘has’ already lost, as far as that 
is concerned, for financially, commer- 
eially,, morally and in several. other ways 
it is already doomed and damned, by all 
the civilized people of the world.’ “And 


i each year, and each ‘half year, and’ each 


month from now on is going to make it 
harder and still harder for Germany: She 
deserves it, and‘is going to’ get it.” She 
may and probably will make quite a spurt 
in the big western drive now about to be

work as this country fias, and’ the patience: 


of the American people is being tried 
very sorely, which accounts for them tak- 
ing: ‘the law and the ‘punishment into 


their‘own hands here and thefe. Thisi-is - 
‘unlawful, of course, but it is only nat- 


ural and must be expécted. 


‘The trouble .with-most of the Germans. ,;,). 
in this country is that.they have. got so °"’ 
they look upon freedom as license, which * 


is a mistake. ‘They have been given’ so 
much privilege in *this country that they 
have got so they think there ‘is no limit. 
But there is a’ limit, ‘and’ that ‘limit ‘has 
been reached now. There i is a limit on all 
of us, American born or ‘otherwise, and 
that’ same’ limit applies to the German. 
If’ he’ has ‘good common sense, as ‘he 
ought to have, he ‘will realize this and 
thus keep out of trouble, but if it hecomes 
necessary to hit a lot of them on the head 
with a stout club to teach them the need- 
ed lesson, why, that is just what is goitig 
to happen. 

It is to be hoped that the German ‘citi- 
zens of American will do some solid 
thinking from now on, and get in line. 


. This ought not, to’ be hard for him, as “all 


he is asked to do is the same as any other 
loyal American is asked’ and 6 sae to 
do. 


An Austrian paper has told the truth. 
Arbeniter Zeitung, of Vienna, of last 
Thursday, a copy of which has reached 
Basil, Switzerland, says: ‘‘Do not be de- 
ceived. German victories. will never 
force the Entente to accept a peace of 
violence.
